The Strike 

After an idleness extending 
over seven months, caused by a 
strike amongst the union men, 
the coal mines in Alberta and 
south-eastern British Columbia 
are about to be re-opened, the 
coke ovens to be relighted, 
thereby lifting the cloud of 
gloom that has hovered around 
these camps for so lig a 
period. With the re-opening 
of the mines much suffering 
and anxiety will be removed 
and business will receive a new 
and mueh welcomed impetus.. 

Most of the miners are glad 
that an end to the idleness 
which had become so monoton- 
ous, as appeared in sight and 
that the whistles will shortly 
welcome them to their chosen 
work. 

The loss oceasioned by the 
coal miners’ strike is something 
enormous. The salary loss 
amounts to practically $20,000 
aday or a total of $3,500,000, 
while the loss sustained by the 
operators and transportation 
companies, the coal dealers and 
others has also been cnormous 
and is estimated to be ten imil- 
lion dollays. 

The union offici#ls made uwn- 
fair Temands to the operators. 
The latter, of course, refused te 
aceede to the unjust claims of 
the “representatives of the 
men” and then the longest and 
most unsuccessful strike in the 
history of the Crows Nest Pass 
followed. We find that the men 
have gained practically noth- 
ing more than what the oper- 
ators offered them at meetings 
held in the city of Calgary 
in March last, two or three 
weeks before the strike com- 
menced. 

The strike has been a dismal 
failure. And when we consid- 
er the loss of earnings to the 
men and their families and the 
consequent misery, the whole 
thing is lamentable.
